Specifically the, applicant has added the phrase "t hat operate by 
means of an external power source" to both the preamble of independent claims 
58 and 68. Also, the second and fifth elements of claim 58 have been modified to 
more clearly define and clarify the art herein. Also, the second and fourth 
elements of claim 68 have been modified to more clearly define and clarify the art 
herein. 
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
